The prior art of record fails to teach or to fairly suggest A playback device for 
playback of a media stream from a storage medium, the device comprising reading 
means for reading at least a part of the media stream, a buffer, a playback unit for 
consuming the part of the media stream from the buffer at a predefined rate, and 
control means for: 

controlling the reading of the media stream from the storage medium,

elements recited in claims 2, 6, 9 and 12-19.
